One  first  will  be  all  men  and  all  coed 
cheering  sections  in  Cougar  Stadium.  The 
football  team  should  be  able  to  hear  plenty 
of  backing  from  the  BYU  studentbody.  It  will 
mean  a lot  as  they  battle  the  toughest  confer- 
ence game  of  the  ’58  grid  season. 

Another  first  will  be  the  nature  of  the 
football  game  itself.  It  is  the  first  at  least  in 
modern  history  where  the  Cats  are  fighting 
for  a conference  crown. 

HARD  FIGHT  AHEAD 

With  so  much  at  stake,  it  is  no  secret  that 
both  teams  will  be  giving  everything  they’ve 
got.  Unfortunately  (as  in  the  Utah  game) 
there  may  be  a half-dozen  broken  bones  or  so, 
as  the  Cats  fight  an  even  more  formidable  foe 
than  the  Redskins. 

Thus,  attending  the  Friday  night  rally  in 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse,  to  honor  the  seniors 
on  the  grid  eleven,  seems  to  be  the  very  least 
the  studentbody  can  do  to  support  the  team 
and  thank  them  for  the  hours  they’ve  put  in. 
Admittedly  there  are  those  who  can’t  make 
it,  but  there  should  be  over  half  the  student- 
body. 

It  may  be  that  the  studentbody  isn’t  used 
to  a winning  football  team  throughout  BYU 
history.  But,  certainly  the  crowd  which  did 
show  up  at  the  train  station  in  Provo  to  wel- 
come the  Cats  home  from  the  Denver  triumph, 


is  not  indicative  of  the  appreciation  most  BYU 
students  feel  for  the  grid  crew. 

The  BYU  band,  under  the  direction  of  Dick 
Ballou,  which  recently  performed  in  the  Home- 
coming game  and  Fieldhouse  Frolics,  is  a wel- 
come “comer”  on  the  gridiron  scene — doing 
a snapy  job  of  heightening  studentbody  and 
team  morale,  as  well  as  providing  a show  in 
their  own  right. 

But,  after  all  that  the  cheering  sections, 
the  band  and  team  can  do,  it  is  up  to  the  stu- 
dentbody to  keep  pace. 

100  PER  CENT  SUPPORT 

It  can’t  be  done  by  being  fickle.  The  foot- 
ballers, if  they  get  behind  in  the  clash,  will 
be  needing  that  much  more  yelling  from  the 
stands. 

Admittedly  Coach  Kopp’s  boys  have  been 
criticized  here  and  there  during  the  past  two 
weeks,  especially  after  the  Lobo  game,  for 
their  “needless  penalties.”  Any  penalty  called 
for  unnecessary  roughness,  abuse  of  the  ref- 
eree, etc.,  is,  of  course,  unnecessary.  We’re 
hoping  that  the  Cats  won’t  lose  15  valuable 
yards  in  this  manner. 

But,  we  think  the  Cats  will  be  careful  to 
see  that  this  doesn’t  happen  in  the  Cowboy 
game,  although  tempers  are  apt  to  be  on  edge 
in  such  a crucial  tilt. 

They’ll  need  cooperation  from  every  play- 
er in  a Cougar  uniform  and  from  the  student- 
body  in  the  stands — to  take  their  first  Skyline 
title.

Reading  Speed 
Declines  After 
Graduation

“Nationwide  tests,”  according 
to  Dr.  Ernest  L.  Olson,  director 
of  workshop  development  read- 
ing, "indicate  that  the  average 
college  freshman  reads  about  300 
words  per  minute,  with  good 
comprehension.” 

Dr.  Olson  went  on  to  say,  "In 
most  cases,  however,  the  reading 
speed  of  the  average  college 
graduate,  after  several  years,  has 
dropped  to  about  250  per  min- 
ute.” 

The  reading  workshop  has  been 

instituted  by  Brigham  Young 
University,  meeting  over  the 
Thanksgiving  weekend  in  the 
McKay  Bldg,  to  help  high  school 
and  college  students,  along  with 
interested  adults,  to  increase 
reading  speed  and  to  improve 
comprehension,  Dr.  Olson  said. 

Valuable  tools,  according  to 
the  workshop  director,  such  as 
diagnostic  tests,  films,  training 
materials,  textbooks,  and  other 
equipment,  will  be  used  during 
the  two-day  session  to  aid  in  im- 
proving both  reading  speed  and 
comprehension. 

Dr.  Ernest  L.  Olson,  the  di- 
rector of  the  weekend  workshop, 
is  an  assistant  professor  of  Eng- 
lish. Other  faculty  members  for  ] 
the  reading  institute  are  Marden  i 
J.  Clark,  also  an  assistant  Eng- 
lish professor:  Marguerite  I. 

Wilson,  special  education  in- 
structor; Klea  Worsley,  a coun- 
seling staff  member.
